New York, Jan. 24.— The American 
nowspnper publishers' association have 
prepared a brief looking to the preserva- 
tion of the forests, which will be pre- 
sented to the joint high commission for 
the adjustment of questions between the 
United .States ami Canada, and of which 
the following is an abstract: 

" We desire to direct the attention of 
tilt; American members of the joint high 
commission to the urgency of a policy 
which shall protect and preserve our for- 
ests. The best authority in the United 
Slates on this subject says the denuda- 
tion of our forests by pulp mills ami saw 
mills in the four states of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont and New York is 
progressing at the rate of 3,700 square 
miles per annum. The chief bureau of 
forestry of the department of agricul- 
ture at Washington calculates that for- 
est fires are causing an annual loss of 
$20.1)00,000. In considering the lumber 
problem, spruce wood constitutes a most 
important factor. There is no available 
spruce in the United States west of New 
York, except it limited amount in West 
Virginia, a patch of 50,000 acres in 
Michigan owned by the Niagara paper 
mills, and a similar area in Wisconsin.

It is therefore fair to consider the <jues 
tion of preserving the spruce forests as 
applying mainly to New England and 
New York. I„ .Maine there are 4 
timber townships, but all of the town- 
ships accessible to large rivers ure en- 
tirely denuded of their valuable timber. 
In New Hampshire at the present rate 
of cutting, the slate forestry commission 
lias said that the entire forest resources 
would be exhausted in 12 years.' Others 
have lixed eight years. Lumbermen in 
that state cut everything down to six 
inches at the stump, so that there is no 
reproduction by growth. Vermont has 
already reached a point where it can 
barely supply its home demand. 

"The state of New York by constitu- 
tional amendments has prohibited the 
cutting of timber of any kind in a terri- 
tory covering -10,000 square miles, setting 
aside the Adirondack^ park, which con- 
tains 2,807,700 out of 3,5SS,803 acres of 
the available spruce area in the state. 
An appropriation of one and a half mil- 
lion dollars has been made recently for 
the acquirement of additional forests. 

"Forestry associations have been or- 
ganized in the states of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, New .jersey, Colorado, Ohio, 
Kentucky, Minnesota, Texas, North Da- 
kota, Wisconsin and South Carolina, 
and forestry commissions have been es- 
tablished in Maine, New Hampshire, 
New York, Colorado, California . and 
Wisconsin. There are now thirty forest 
reservations, embracing an area of 02,- 
000 square miles and extending over 
large portions of thirteen states and ter- 
ritories. 

Three commission sin New Hampshire 
have reported that the present methods 
ot lumbering if (.-0111111110(1 will entail 
baleful scenic, climatic and economic re- 
sults, injuring health, property and oc- 
cupation of all citizens, impairing the 
industrial development of the state and 
rendering intermittent the flow of the 
rivers, which are most important to ag- 
riculture and manufacture. 

"The interests of the public generally 
as distinguished from those of a class- 
lumbermen— require the conservation of 
the forest resources. In view of these 
serious aspects of the situation we are 
confident that an enlightened self-inter- 
est will impel the treaty makers in Scal- 
ing with Cdiiadu to follow that provident 
policy which shall keep our future wants 
in vfew and which shall not put a pre- 
mium upon the destruction of great na- 
tional treasures. 

"The present wasteful methods will in- 
flict upon the agricultural interests of 
the country an injury which will be felt 
in every part and which in the mountain- 
ous regions threatens to become disas- 
trous and irremediable."

Ottawa, Jan. 21.' — The department of 
trade mid commerce has been advised 
that the ship Arcadia which left Quebec 
in September with the Canadian cxhibt 
for the South African exhibition at Gra- 
hamstown, reached Capetown only last 
Thursday. 

An order-in-council has been passed 
promoting .Major Pinault, deputy minis- 
ter of militia, to be lieutenant colonel. 

Representatives of leading transporta- 
tion lines met here to-day to fix summer 
rates. 

Lord Herschell has taken passage for 
England for February 8. 

Beament & Johnson's gents' furnishing 
store was badly damaged by lire originat- 
ing in the basement this morning. Pit- 
taway's photograph gallery above was 
also damaged by smoke and water. The 
loss is covered by insurance. 

The advisory board iu connection with 
the Canadian exhibit at Paris has con- 
cluded its preliminary sitting. Minister 
Fislier says the total space allotted to 
Canada is 40,000 feet, of which 15,000 
is in the main building and 25,000 in the 
colonial building. All the space allotted 
must be paid for in the main building 
at 7s. Od. per square foot, and in the 
colonial building at 10s. per square foot. 
These sums are not imposed by the 
French commissioners, but by the repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain, which coun- 
try will supply all fittings, motive power, 
etc., to British exhibitors. The colonial 
building will be specially erected for 
the purpose and as other colonies are 
not taking an active part Canada prob- 
ably will have the building entirely to 
herself. The total space allotted to Great. 
Britain, including Canada, is 390,000 
feet. The idea in arranging the Domin- 
ion exhibit is to make it purely Cana- 
dian. Hence there will be no provincial 
exhibits as such, but provincial govern- 
ments will be asked to co-operate and 
to supply an educational display. A 
peculiarity of the coming exhibition is 
its division into classes, 120 in number. 
In one section therefore' Canada's exhib- 
its may be side by side with those of 
France, Austria or the States. It is 
proposed to make a splendid agricultural 
and mining display. Dr. Dawson has 
charge of the latter. 



By Associated Press. 

Loudon, Jan. 24. — The Fiiipiuo junta 
here to-day received 11 cable message 
from Agonicillo, Aguinnldo's representa- 
tive at Washington, declaring that the 
prospects were improving though the 
work was difficult. 

The absence of direct news from Ma- 
nila and the receipt of secret intelli- 
gence from Washington is causing the 
gravest anxiety among the Filipinos* 
here. The arrest of Filipinos by Major 
General Otis and the news that num- 
bers of Filipinos have fled are regarded 
as most serious occurrences. It is point- 
ed out by the Filipinos that this is ex- 
actly what happened In 18DG under Gen- 
eral Blanco, when the Filipinos on the 
following day attacked the Spaniards 
and the revolution broke out. The mem- 
bers of the Filipino junta iu this city 
say they are so anxious to avert war 
that they cabled to Manila to-day urg- 
ing the Filipinos "not to start hostili- 
ties if there is the remotest possibility of 
averting trouble." 

New York, Jan. 24. — A despatch to 
the Herald from Manila says: Aguinuldc 
proclaimed the Philippine republic at 
Malolos yesterday. There was no public- 
demonstration at Manila. 

The Spanish civil prisoners are to be- 
set free by the insurgents. _ 

"The rival native authorities at Zebui 
are reported to be fighting and the town, 
is endangered. 

"Aguinnldo's government cannot main- 
tain order in the interior o£ Luzon, and. 
native authorities are ofteu murdered. 
If Aguinaldo commences hostilitles- 
against the Americans the northern prov- 
inces will probably attempt to shake off. • 
the yoke." 

Manila, Jan. 24.— The Independenciir 
to-day issued a supplement containing u 
despatch purporting to come from Malo- 
los, the seat of the rebel government. 
It comments upon the appointment of the- 
eommission and says: "The biiiplnos 
naturally suspect this is a new attempt- 
to humbug. The Filipinos axe disillusion- - 
ed They believe the commission is a 
ruse to gain time, till the Americans; 
have accumulated formidable forces, 
when, America, abusing her strength,., 
will begin a war to ratify her sover- 

B Reports.- from the interior indicate that. 
■Vguinaldo's authority is now generally 
recognized; Every available male is be- 
ing recruited and depots ure being estab- 
lished at large towns. The surrounding: 
country is being levied on for supplies- 
and the Filipino troops are living on the- 
fat of the land while the native villagers 
are compelled to subsist on rice. It is 
estimated that there are fully 30,000 
Filipinos under aims and it is said thai 
there are nearly 50 Maxim guns at Malo- 
los, some of them having been recently 
acquired. The Filipino military authori- 
ties are convinced, they say, that the- 
Americans will be unable to work effect- 
ively outside of Manila in the event of 
hostilities, hence they feed confidence 1Q 
the future. Many of the Filipino offle- 
ers complain of alleged discourteous 
treatment upon the part of Americans at 
Manila. 

Mndrid, Jan. 24— The minister of war;. 
Gen. Correa. received a cable despatch 
to-day from Gen. Itlos, the Spanish com- 
mander in the Philippines, announcing 
that all the sick and maimed civil and 
military prisoners were released by the 
Filipinos to-day. 

Hongkong, Jan. 24.— The members of" 
the Filipino junta here have issued the- 
following statement: "The purchase by 
the American authorities at Hongkong of 
a number of steam launches for river 
work in the Philippines is high handed,, 
unnecessary and vexatious. 

"Domiciliary visits throughout Manila 
are exasperating the- Filipinos. Ilioir 
suspicions are arounsed by such actions. 
The arrival of thousands of reinforce- 
ments is incompatible with peace and 
the appointment of a commission in only 
a pretext to gain time. 

"The American secret police la acting 
offensively toward the Filipinos at Hong- 
kong, who are British subjects.

London, Jan. 121.— The Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Times, dealing with the 
Snmoan difficulties, says: "No proposal 
has yet been made for a conference as 
to Samoa, and I have reason to believe 
that there ,is a pause in the interchange 
of views, and the governments concerned 
are awaiting fuller information." 

The Standard's Berlin correspondent 
says: ".Mr. White, United States am- 
bassador, informs me that the reports of 
a conference between him, Sir Frank 
l.ascelles, the British ambassador, and 
Herr von Buelow, German foreign secre- 
tary, are mere newspaper inventions. 
He* seems annoyed at the continuance of 
I lie newspaper allusions to alleged strain- 
..•■I relations between Germany and the 
1'r.ited States." 

Ht-rlin, Jan. 24.— The United States 
ambassador, up to. this afternoon had not 
received instructions from Washington 
in regard to the recent trouble in Samoa. 
The National Zeitung declares that no 
suggestion of a conference on the sub- 
ject of Samoa lias yet. been made by any 
• of the governments interested. 

The foreign office despatches to-day 
give important details of the disturb- 
ances. It appears from them that the 
Supreme court, at Apia was not closed 
by the German consul's orders, but by 
the orders of the Samoan government. 
It is said that the German consul was 
no? even present when the incident oc- 
curred. 

AN APPEAL TO CUPIDITY. 

Victoria Electors Told That Their Late 
Representatives Can Get Nothing 
from Hostile Government. 

Last evening when Mr. Beaumont 
Hoggs took the chair at S:20 at the gov- 
ernment meeting in Fail-all's hall there 
were exactly 54 people in the audience, 
including, <>f course, many opposition 
supportrs. Mr. Boggs announced that 
Aid. Stewart would open the ball. 

Mr. Stewart commended the proposal 
to remove the mortgage lax and for an- 
other reform advocated, leasing instead 
of selling the public hind whereby, lie 
. said, taxation would be greatly reduced 
"pro ratio." He appealed to the cu- 
pidity of the electors, asking them to 
return members who would have the con- 
fidence of the government. 

Mr. Paterson spoke next and taking up 
bis favorite subject of railway building 
and ownership, dealt with the Crow's 
Nest Pass road and he announced him- 
self in favor of government ownership 
of railways, though admitting that the 
experiment had not been a universal suc- 
cess elsewhere. He also appealed to 
the audience to return men who would 
have the confidence of the government 
jind not members who would not be able 
to get anything for Victoria. Me pro- 
posed to make up the loss of revenue 
caused by the abolition of the mortgage 
tax by making the mines pay their lair 
share of taxation. When a mine was 
sold. what, it fetched was its value and 
on that, value it. ought to be taxed, said 
Mr Paterson. He would be pleased to 
have commented on the late govern- 
ment's policy at greater length but time 
forbade. .

THE SENATE'S VETO. 

Sir Charles Says [t Has Always Been 
Endorsed by the Electors. 

Sir Charles Tupper, upon his recent 
arrival in Canada from England, was 
interviewed respecting Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier's latest political scheme: i 

"As regards the attack made upon the 
senate of Canada, and the proposals 
made by Sir Wilfrid Laurier in his re- 
cent speech at Montreal, I cannot but 
express my great surprise, notwithstand- 
ing the success that he has met witli in 
misleading public sentiment, that any 
such proposal as that, he is committed to 
would not. he regarded as childish in the 
extreme. The proposal made by Sir 
Wilfrid strikes at once at one of the 
great fundamental principles of the con- 
stitution of Canada, which was adopted 
in Confederation, and adopted not by the 
public men of one party only, but by the 
united wisdom of the leading men of the 
different parties of the Dominion, all of 
whom were agreed not only as to the 
mode in which the senate should lie ap- 
pointed, but agreed that tin? nomination 
of the crown should be exercised by the 
government of the day. Any attempt 
to change this feature of the constitu- 
tion is an attack upon the constitution 
itself, without the slightest shadow of 
ground having been given by the action 
of the senate for such a proceeding. 
The guarantee that proportionately the 
linger number of senators should be 
sent by the smaller provinces having the 
smaller population would be entirely 
swept away, and it is therefore impossi- 
ble to suppose that any good result 
should follow from such a puerile pro- 
posal as Sir Wilfrid Laurier has com- 
mitted himself to. The constitution of 
Canada rests upon an act of the Imperial 
parliament, passed for the purpose of 
carrying out the fully considered views 
of all the sections of file country, and, 
as I have said before, of men represent- 
ing both the political parties in Canada, 
and uniler the circumstances, affording 
as it does a guarantee for the influence 
of the smaller provinces, it would be im- 
possible that the Imperial parliament 
should for a single moment consider any 
proposal emanating from Canada unless 
it had the support, of a majority of the 
House of Commons, a majority of the 
senate, and a majority of all the legis- 
latures of which the Dominion of Can- 
ada is composed. Unless that was all 
previously obtained, it: would be practi- 
cally idle. It. was futile to propose a 
change in one of the great, fundamental 
principles upon which confederation is 
based. 

" Although in the nature of things a 
party in power for so long u period as 
the Conservative parly would have a 
considerable preponderance, it is an in- 
teresting fact that Mr. Mackenzie, when 
prime minister of Canada and the head 
of the Liberal party, was able to carry 
on a government for five years without 
meeting witli any obstruction on the 
part of the senate, except on two occa- 
sions, on both of which lie lived to do- 
clare that, the senate was right aid he 
was wrong. The true solution of the 
questions at issue between the Senate 
ami the House of Commons is the well- 
Ulldcrstood constitutional principle that 
if a measure desired by the people is re-

Buthnstastic Reception of (Iir Pop 
ulitr Candidates and Tu ir 
Fart}- Principles. 



The reception tendered" Messrs. Turner, 
I I a II and McPhillips, the opposition caa- 
■didutes, nt the public meeting ut Cram- 
er's hall, Henley Point, last evening aug- 
urs well for their success at the coming 
election. The liiill was well filled with 
electors, who displayed much enthusi- 
asm, liberally applauded the candidates 
and the sentiments expressed by thcin, 
and concluded an in every way a success- 
ful meeting by voting a renewal ot con- 
fidence in the opposition candidates and 
pledging themselves to use their best en- 
deavors to secure their election on. Feb- 
ruary 2. 

Mr. W. (5. Eden was voted to the chair 
and opened the meeting in n Tew well 
chosen words. All the expense of n byc- 
electlon, he said, might have been saved 
had the government passed a bill to seat | 
the men who had been elected by the 
people of Victoria, the same as they had 
seated two of their supporters. The 
chairman reviewed the unconstitutional 
acts that placed the Semliu-Uartin party 
in power and similar acts of the gov- 
ernment to bold a majority in the house. 
It had been charged at the general elec- 
tion that the Turner government was 
corrupt but although the present party 
had been in power for several months, 
nothing bad been produced to show that 
these charges had the least foundation. 
-VI r. liden closed wth an arraignment of 
the government for their unconstitution- 
al acts, describing how an attempt was 
being made to trample on the rights ot 
the people, bis very eloquent speech be- 
ing loudly applauded. 

Mr. Richard 1 Lull, who was received 
with an outburst of applause, said all 
the trouble of having to undergo u 
ond election was more than offset by 
again being given an opportunity of 
meeting the electors, lie explained that 
he had been forced to relinquish Ids seat 
through the Lieutenant-Governor order 
ing a few tons of coal ami contending 
that nothing had occurred since the last 
election to shake the confidence of the 
jieople in the Turner party. Certainly 
the present government had done noth- 
ing to make u change ot" opinion advis- 
able. The government were making a 
bid for the workittgmcu's votes through 
candidates they had put up but he held 
that 1lie meu who were most likely to 
have the interest of the workingmen and 
every other class at heart were those 
who bad large interests iu the province, 
lie concluded u short but practical speech 
by asking the electors to vote the atraght 
ticket. 

Mr. J. II. Turner gave a few incident 
of his early life in Victoria 37 years ag 
and suid ut that time he might hav 
been culled a "carpet bagger." He, how- 
ever, would not have been offended had 
somebody called him such. There was 
one thing every man could demand in the 
house, and that was protection. The 
.scene that had occurred in the house on 
Saturday was a most disgraceful one. 
Such a thing could not be allowed to 
occur iu the house. A member of the 
house had referred to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral at a public meeting and the Attor- 
ney-General bad attacked the member j n 
the house in the most barbarous and tyr- 
annical character. The language used 
by the Attorney-General was so filthy 
that it could not be repeated in the 
house. "When the matter was brought 
up in the legislature the Attorney-Gen- 
eral suid he would repeat the filthy epi- 
thets and had gone further and attacked 
the credit of the member, a most scandal- 
ous thing for the Attorney-General of 
the province. For the first tune in Brit- 
ish Columbia an effort hud been made to 
tryaauize a member of the house. The 
electors of Victoria could not endorse a 
party of which such a man as the Attor- 
ney-General had proved himself to he, 
was the leader. As the chairman had 
said, charges of corruption had been 
made against the lute government. If 
that was true it was strange that the 
present government, who bud been in 
power since June had not exposed it. 
The only charge made since the election 
was that an effort was made to get 
$5,000 to expend in Cassia r. That 
money was asked to pay the workmen in 
that district. The Lieutenant-Governor 
refused to sign the voucher but shortly 
after Mr. Semlin assumed power the 
voucher was passed. If it was so very 
bad for the late government to vote that 
amount, was it not just as had for the 
present government to do so? 

When the Lieutenant-Governor dis- 
missed his ministry he called on Mr. 
Beavon and that gentleman being un- 
able to form a government he called on 
Mr. Semlin. At that time Mr. Semlin 
had not as many supporters as he (Mr. 
Turner) had. Since then the now opposi- 
tion had lost one supporter by death and 
as lie had said on a previous occasion 
and repeated now, one had turned trai- 
tor. He referred to Mr. Henderson, of 
New Westminster. He had made the 
statement before .Mr. Henderson that he 
had promised to support him (Mr. Tur- 
ner), Mr. Henderson did not deny that 
because he could not. He had -also made 
the statement before the member for 
New Westminster that lie (Mr. Hender- 
son) had asked the then government par- 
ty for funds to carry on his election, 
staling that he could not afford to pay 
the expenses himself. Mr. Henderson 
had not denied that, for he could not. 
Since his election and up till August 
last Mr. Henderson had acted as a sup- 
porter of his, writing letters to members 
of the late cabinet and Iu every way act- 
ing as a supporter. And now- he hud 
cast his lot with the men wlio 1rled to 
defeat him. That reduced the ranks of 
his supporters. Then the government 
rushed through a bill to scat two of 
their supporters. He did not think the 
electors of British Columbia would ever 
sustain such an action as that. I ! 

It had been hinted that if three gov- 
ernment members ware elected one of 
them would be made a cabinet minister. 
If the government were sincere In that, 
why did not they appoint one of them to 
the cabinet now? It had been repeated- 
ly done. But even if it were done he did 
not believe that the people of Victoria 
would condone the action of the gov- 
ernment. 

Tt has been charged that Victoria and 
Vancouver Island got: more than their 
share of the public expenditure. This he 
denied in tofo. Although at. one time 
Victoria contained the majority of the 
population of the province the people 
had never objected to large expenditures 
to open up the other parts of the prov- 
ince. The wisdom of this was shown by 
the development of the whole province. 

At the public meeting in the> Victoria 
theatre, continued Mr. Turner. Mr.. Mar- 
tin, had declared himself as opposed to 
borrowing money to .-.develop lhf prov- 



ince. It was absolutely necessary to do 
this if the province was' to advance, the 
understanding being, of course, that the 
money borrowed should be expended on 
works that would benefit the province. 
An incident had come to lu'.s notice hut 
a short time ago, showing -.how. advis- 
able it was under certain 'circuinstauces 
to borrow money. Some years ago a 
resident of Lulu island thought it would 
be u good thing to build a salmon can- 
nery. He had not sufficient money to 
do so, hut thought that if he could bor- 
row sufficient money he could make the 
cannery a success. ■ He did borrow the 
money and now, besides owning the can- 
nery, he "had at least $15,000 to his 
credit in the bank. All business con- 
cerns depend upon borrowing money, and 
a province that required opening up 
must do the same. The money bor- 
rowed had been expended in developing 
the province, bringing in population and 
consequently increasing the revenue. 
Mr. Martin had said that the time would 
conic when the debts would have to be 
paid. He did not know whether Mr. 
Martin was ignorant id' the facts or 
whether he was misstating them. AVliy, 
the money borrowed is being paid every 
year out of the present taxes, 1 per cent- 
being put aside for the purpose. There 
was the credit id' the province, too. that 
might be referred to. On December HI 
the bonds of the province were quoted 
at 108 anil 104. Now they are quoted 
at DO. He would not say that this 
change was entirely brought about by 
the degradation of the province, but that 
to some extent was responsible for it. 
Everybody knew that a large amount of 
capital was required to develop the re- 
sources of the province, and this capital 
could not be secured if the credit of the 
province was not good. Everything 
possible had been done by the late gov- 
ernment to keep up the credit of the 
province, one of their acts alone saving 
the country about ?35,000 a year. lie 
felt confident that the people of Victoria 
would return the three men elected in 
.Inly hist, and thus uphold true British 
rights. (Applause). 

Mr. A. E. McPhillips was very heart- 
ily received by the audience. While he 
liinl been in the house but a short time, 
he had done his best for the city and 
province, and he had found that the 
party led by Mr. Turner was worthy the 
support of the electors. They had done 
their best to prevent the enactment of a 
most atrocious act, and had challenged 
the Attorney-General to produce a prece- 
dent for the act. If Mr. Prentice con- 
sidered himself entitled to his seat, why 
did he not take it V Js'o one would have 
pri vented him from doing so. It showed 
thai he had been advised that he was 
not legally elected, and that was why 
he did not take his seat until be was al- 
lowed to do so by an act of the legis- 
lature. The Attorney-General sat down 
and drafted a bill to give Mr. Prendre 
his seat. The seat was actually being 
attacked iu the courts, and the trial had 
been delayed through the failure of a 
government Official to attend as a wit- 
ness. That official might not have been 
told not to attend, but lie was prevented 
from attending through an omission of 
the Attorney-General to give him per- 
mission to attend. This witness, sum- 
moned by the petitioner, was not given 
pei mission to attend, but at the same 
time an official who was wanted as a 
witness for the defendant, the govern- 
ment of the day, was in the city. The 
Attorney-General had been trying to pull 
the wool over the eyes of the people in 
regard to this act, but it was too trans- 
parent. If the government would pass 
legislation to cement a majority, what 
legislation might they not pass after 
thev hud secured that majority? llav-

turn out and murk liis disapproval of 
the legislation passed by the present 
government, legislation that would make 
people on the outside think that British 
Columbia had a very queer set of men at 
the head of affairs. 

Mr. 0. F. Beaveri had seeii seven pre- 
miers in British Columbia and he had no 
hesitation in saying that Mr. Turner 
was the best of the seven. He advised 
the voters to choose men, who they knew, 
and who had been tried. .Mr. Martin 
since his advent to office laid shown him- 
self to he a most unkind man. The first 
thing he did was to discharge a young 
girl, whose father is bedridden, to save, 
so he said, a salary of $20 a month. 

On motion of Mr. <!. Gray, seconded 
by Mr. H. Henley, the meeting unani- 
mously endorsed the candidature of 
Messrs. Turner, Hall and McPhillips, 
and condemned the Semlin government's 
action ia passing "the vicious and iniqui- 
tous Deitue and Prentice bill, an mi-Brit- 
ish measure' unprecedented iu political 
history." 

A vote nf thanks to the chairman ter- 
minated a most successful meeting.

they had secured that majority 
ing got into the saddle, they were willing 
to do any kind of jockeying and resort 
to any methods to hold their seats. 

The government claimed to be a gov- 
ernment for the workingmen, but there 
was no sign that they proposed to carry 
out: any public works that would benefit 
the workingmen. In fact, the Attorney- 
General at the Victoria theatre had 
talked nothing but retrenchment and 
against borrowing. The only way to 
open up the province was the way it. had 
been done b> the past government— by 
the construction of great public works. 
The Attorney-General had had the hardi- 
hood to say that the railways could 
have been built without a cent of a snb- 
sidv. He had called the attention of 
the' Attorney-General to the fact that 
the government at Ottawa, of which the 
Attorney-General was n supporter, had 
given the C. P. It. 511,000 a mile to 
build the Crow's Nest Pass railway, and 
this in addition to a big land grunt. 
Mr. Martin had replied that he repudiat- 
ed that act of the Dominion govern- 
ment. 

Before the election, continued, Mr. Mc- 
Phillips, the members of the party now 
in power made all kinds of promises. 
AVhy, they were going to clear all the 
Chinese and Japanese out of the prov- 
ince,. To find <ait what the government 
intended to do he had placed a qiios- 
tion on the papers asking the lender of 
the government if it was proposed to in- 
troduce any legislation to prohibit or re- 
strict the immigration id' Chinese or Jap- 
anese. Premier Semlin had got around 
the question by saying that as it affected 
the policy of the government he could 
not answer it. This from the leader of 
the party who were going to do so much 
for the workingmen. They had ridden 
into power by a severe wrench of con- 
stitutional principles and there were no 
signs of their carrying out their election 
promises. In opposition they had said 
once let them gel into power and they 
would show up the corruption of the Tur- 
ner government. They had been in pow- 
er for some time and so far nothing had 
been shown up. In fact. Mr. Bodwell 
hud said that no charges of corruption 
had been made against the Turner gov- 
ernment. I Laughter). They did all 
kinds of things to get into power and 
when there even interfered with the 
courts to remain there. Iu voting for 
the opposition candidates the voters were 
not voting for men but for principles 
that should pervade the breast of every 
British subject, t Applause).

Now he takes the position 
that the constitutional rights of the 
people of British Columbia must, be left 
lo the lawyers to settle. If our bust 
ness interests and our political freedom 
arc to be turned over to the bewigged 
and begowned profession, we may as 
well hand everything to them, and learn 
to hp content with such measure of com- 
mercial prosperity and such measure of 
political freedom as they see tit to let us 
enjoy. That stage has not been reached 
in British Columbia. Our welfare is yet 
in the hands of the people themselves, 
but how long it will remain there, if the 
people do not assert their rights, no one 
ran tell. 

This attempt to withdraw the consti- 
tutional question from popular attention 
is an exhibition of the same fear, which 
led Mr. Semi in to depart from the time- 
honored custom of meeting the house 
'■■itli a statement or what led to a change 
ia government during the recess. The 
Government fear the issue. They know 
I lull they have not a leg to stand upon 
if they attempt to defend the policy 
which placed them in power. A more 
cowardly exhibition never was made be- 
fore a. constituency. It: is grossly un- 
just towards the Lieutenant-Governor. 
.Mr. Semlin and his colleagues arc either 
prepared to defend the constitutionality 
of the Lieutenant-Governor's coarse or 
they are not prepared to do so. If they 
are prepared, why have they not already 
challenged a debate in the house upon it? 
If they are not prepared, they have no 
business to hold office for another hour, 
for it is good constitutional law that if 
■an incoming ministry is not. prepared to 
defend the circumstances which led to 
its taking ollice, it has no right to accept 
the position. Mr. Joseph Marl in poses 
as a very courageous man. lie is brave 
in the use of Billingsgate. He is brave 
in prostituting his position as a member 
of the house to injure the standing of a 
fellow member. But be lias so far 

shown himself to be the veriest poltr i 

in regard lo the Lieutenant-Governor, 
lie is in ollice to-day because of an act 
dene by the Ijieutennnt-( iovernor. His 
acceptance of office was n declaration to 
llie world thai, lie endorsed the action 
of the Lieutenant-Governor. Hy the 
principles of the British constitution he 
was bound the moment bo took office to 
defend the Lieutenant-Governor's action 
:,| all times. That, official cannot de- 
fend himself. He cannot enter the arena 
of political controversy, No newspaper, 
which has the least respect for the repre- 
sentative of the crown and the constitu- 
tion of the country, will refer to an act 
of that official unless compelled to do so 
by the exigencies of a political situation. 
No speaker cares to. stand on a public 
platform and attack aii ! official who can- 
not reply. The result of this natural 
feeling would be that (he constitution of 
the country might be violated, and one 
after another of our liberties be filched 
away, and the 'only remedy would be 

■revolution. Bui; British countries are 
not in this unhappy condition. The con 
stilutional principle is that an incoming 
,„inistry. which takes ollice by reason of 
the act of the crown or its representa- 
tiv:\ is as much responsible for that act 

riis it the new ministers had themselves 



is one that lawyers must decide. 

The people of Victoria will know how- 
to resent the imputation upon their abil- 
ity to safeguard their political freedom, 
just as they knew how to resent the 
imputation that they did not know what 
was for their commercial welfare. The\v 
will show that they have not given Mr. 
Bodwell a power of attorney to do their 
thinking for them on matters "so vital to 
their dearest interests. Popular liberty 
at stake. The right of the repre- 
sentative of the crown to dismiss a min- 
istry which is in n position to command 
a majority of the house, the justice of 
overriding the courts and seating mem- 
bers in the house by special legislation, 
the centralization of power in the hands 
of the Lieutenant-Governor and his ad- 
visers for the time being— these ques- 
tions come very closely home to every 
men who values his liberty, and now 
we are told that we must hand them 
over to tile lawyers to decide for us. 
What is agitating France to its centre 
to-day is that the lawyers claim to have 
a right to say what are the liberties of 
the people, and the consequence is likely 
to Ik- revolution. 

No, Mr, Bodwell, the constitutional 
question in issue in this contest is not 
one for lawyers, ll is one for the people 
of every profession, every trade and 
every occupation. The man who sits 
upon a dray, the man who carries his 
tin pail to his workshop every morning, 
the man who waits upon customers from 
behind, a counter— these and all other 
men, who enjoy the priceless boon of 
British citizenship, are quite as able to 
know their rights and to defend them as 
any lawyer, who in the millinery of the 
bar ever attempted to " make the worse 
appear the better reason." 

MB. .1. II. TURNER. 

The Province reminds the Colonist 
that it not very long ago referred to Mr. 
Turner as a statesman of the imperial 
type. This Is an exaggeration, but it also 
reminds the Colonist that it has been re 
miss in not specially directing the ntton 
tion of the people of Victoria to the na- 
ture of the political policy, for which 
Mr. Turner stood in the house, and of 
which he is the representative before tin 
people. It would not be correct to de 
scribe that policy as imperial, for it re 
lateil only to British Columbia, yet if 
he had been able to carry it into effect, 
the- result would have been of imperial 
importance'. Mr. Turner himself makes 
no pretences to statesmanship. He only 
claims to know something about the 
capabilities of British Columbia, and 
what will tend to tlevolopo those capa- 
bilities, and to have been able, in con- 
junction with his friends in and out, of 
the legislature, to devise a plan whereby 
that development would have been 
rapid. lie can point to what has o< 
curreel in Kootenay during the past fiv 
or six years, where such a series of 
events has taken place, where such great 
prosperity has been enjoyed by the poo- 
plc, whore so much has been done thai 
is weighted with glorious promise for the 
future, that, the most part of the Speech, 
which his political opponents put into 
the mouth of tin- Lieutenant-Governor, 
was devoted to congratulating the coun- 
try upon tin- rruits of the policy of the 
late government: in this regard. Mr. 
Turner believed he had formed plans 
which would lead to similar prosperity 
in other parts of the province. It is 
true that he was opposed by the present 
government party, then in opposition, 
who foretold nothing but failure anil the 
imposition of burdens upon the province 
which it could nor bear, but every one 
knows that they said the same thing 
about the Kootenay projects, upon whose 
effect upon the country they now offer 
such congratulations. Mr. Turner would 
b" the last man to claim that what he 
has done indicates imperial statesman- 
ship. He would be content with ascrib- 
ing it to a common-sense, business-like 
appreciation of the condition of the 
province. 

It is worth while reminding the elect- 
ors of Victoria that if the policy repre- 
sented by Mr. Turner had not prevailed', 
if the reactionary ideas of the parly led 
by Mr. Semlin had been allowed to con- 
trol the development of the province, 
Kcotenay, instead of being in the pro 1 
cess of being grid-ironed by railways, 
with cities and towns growing up in all 
directions, would be for I he most part a 
howling wilderness. It is worth while 
reminding the electors of Victoria that 
the policy which Mr. Turner represents 
aimed at developing in central British 
Columbia another Kootenay, and a 
third in the northern section of the prov- 
ince. All this may not be imperial 
statesmanship, No one has claimed that 
it is, but from a provincial point of 
view it. is sound policy, and from an 
imperial point of view it is not without 
its importance, for no one will deny that 
the whole Empire is concerned in seeing 
a wealthy and prosperous province built 
lip on the shore of the- Pacific 



DEFEND THE CONSTITUTION. 

Elsewhere will bo found a copy of a 
resolution by the Council of the Provin- 
cial Rights Association at Bossland. 
The Colonist would not be frank if it 
did not say that it values such an ex- 
pression of approval very highly. The 
Colonist recognizes that a grave crisis 
lifts arisen in the history of British Co- 
lumbia, and has phdeavored to do its 
duty in the premises without fear,favor or 
affection. 1 1, has a personal quarrel with 
no one. It has not called in question the 
motive of any of the actors in this po- 
litical drama. Men may be sincere and 
yet be grossly mistaken. No one doubted 
the sincerity of Charles I, but that did 
not save bis neck from the headsman's 



unprecedented condition of things: A 
ministry has been dismissed by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor and the grounds of such 
dismissal have not been stated to the 
legislature. 

To state such a proposition is sufficient 
to every man who understands the con- 
stitution under which he lives, aud when 
the constitution is mentioned in this con- 
nection, it is not the British Columbia 
statute so called that is meant, for that 
is merely an act to organize a provincial 
government. What is referred to is the 
British constitution, that sublime edi- 
fice, erected during centuries by men 
who "knew their rights aud knowing 
dared maintain." 

If before the government had secured 
a majority in the legislature by the most 
unprincipled means ever adopted, the 
grounds of the dismissal of the Turner 
ministry had been stated and approved 
by the house, the sufficiency of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor's reasons would have 1 
u demonstrated, so far as this legis- 
lature is concerned, and the question 
would remain closed until after an lip 
peal t,> the people; but that course win 
,„,! ml;, -n and it is too late to take it 
now. Under the precedent now establish- 
ed, if it is to remain the law of 11 
Columbia, the Lieutenant-Governor may 

call upon Mr. Semlin for the resigna- 
tion of himself and bis colleagues to- 
morrow, and some one- else may form a 
government, and the representative 
tin- people may be kept in ignorant 
the causes which led to the change, 
argument is necessary to show that this 
would be the setting up of personal in 
stead of popular government. The prov 
ince was for several days last August 
without a ministry possessing, the con 
tidence of the legislature or making any 
pretence to do so. It. witnessed the ex 
traordinary spectacle of a Lieutenant 
Coventor being advised by a gentleman 
not a member of the legislature who was 
the sole minister. Let there be n 
understanding upon this point. It: is not 
contended that the Lieutenant-Governor 
may not call upon any man in the prov 
ince to form a government. The e 
tendon is that having done so, his r 
ponsible advisers must when they nice 
the legislature at once report the ci'reum 
stances to the house and be prepared to 
defend them. If this is not the con 
stitution then there is nothing to prevent 
a Lieutenant-Governor, after supply has 
been voted, from dismissing bis advisers 
and appointing any one whom he fancie 
to expend the money of the country, and 
so that be gets some one in ollice before 
the next legislature meets, who can 1 
hook or by crook get. a majority in th 
house, bis conduct will never be passed 
upon by the representatives of the people 
It makes no tlifferent.-e that Lieutenant 
Governor Melnnes would not be likely 
to do anything of the kind. It is cnou 
that something of the kind might, be 
done with impunity, if the precedent 
which the present, government seek to cs 
tablish is allowed to remain un- 
challenged. 

It is for this reason, among others, 
that we call upon the people of Victoria, 
without respect to their previous political 
affiliations, to declare for constitutional 
government by electing Messrs. Turner, 
Hall and McPhillips by an overwhelming 
majority. 

o 

Owing to the position which the govern- 
ment saw til. lo take in the matter be- 
tween Mr. Martin anil Mr, Ellison, what 
was, or might have been, purely per- 
sonal in its nature has become of public 
importance. As Col. Baker 'pointed out, 
the government has accepted the res- 
ponsibility of establishing a precedent, 
which will have a tendency to degrade 
the legislature. Mr. Martin confessed 
to having used vile epithets towards Mr. 
Ellison. They were epithets for using 
which any gentleman would have apolo- 
gized. Mr. Martin tlid not apologize.- 
but repeated in the house such of the 
epithets as were not positively indecent 
and claimed to have been justified' in 
using the others. The government has 
permitted it to be made a precedent that 
this sort of thing may be done. Here- 
after any member of the house, who 
may be sufficient of a bully, may attack 
any other member in the lobbies with vile 
language, and if the insulted' member 
complains, the bully may repeat his in- 
sults on the floor of the house with ab- 
solute impunity, and continue his in- 
sults until the insulted party resorts to 
violence. It: is a matter of satisfaction 
that Col. Baker, for himself and the op- 
position, went on record against such a 
gross departure from the rules of par- 
liamentary procedure as well as from 
those of common decency. 



Colonist any very great amount of con- 
cern. It is somewhat curious, however, 
that it should have been said. -Usually 
when a premier takes a place upon a pub- 
lic platform to advocate the election e»f 
supporters, he coutrives to say some- 
thing that can be construed into an ex :

President Schurman, of Cornell Uni- 
versity, has bten sent to the Phillippincs 
as a special commissioner to study the 
problems of the situation. Jacob Gould 
Schurman is a native of Prince Edward's 
Island and is yet in the very prime of 
life, having been born in 1854. He was 
professor of philosophy in Acadia Col- 
lege', Nova Scotia, and afterwards of 
Dalhousie College in the same province. 
In 188-t he was appointed to the chair 
of philosophy at Cornell University, New 
York-, and later became president of that 
institution. 

Col. Gregory thinks that Victoria has 
had too much influence in provincial af- 
fairs, and so he offers himself as a can- 
didate. If Victorians agree with the

Tile advices from British Columbia 
seem to indicate! that the- new govern- 
ment out there, of which the Liberal 
".loe" .Martin appears to be the real 
master and the Liberal Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Melnnes a very good friend, has 
noted, not without profit, the late- effort 
of the Ontario Liberal government to 
rentier the courts comparatively harm- 
less on the ovo of critical election trials. 
The Ontario Liberal plan was to provide 
that if any members were unseated bo- 
en used they had received the votes of 
the election constables, the vacant seat 
should in no case be given to the oppos- 
ing candidate, who would thus be left 
a majority of votes; but a new elec- 
tion ami another chance for the minis- 
terialists would result*.. Out in British 
Columbia the e;ase seems to have been 
more tlesiwate. Tile- majority wis ti 
narrow one, and tiie se;ats of two sup- 
porters were in great danger. In both 
cases the opposition candidate might 
have been seateel as tile result of the 
judicial inquiry, and the government 
thereby defeated:. 

Hut the government appeared! to have 
helped to- prevent this before the open 
ing of the session, ami then passed spee-- 
ial legislation insuring their seats to 
their imperilled supporters and office to 
themselves so long as this session should 
last. The telegraph tells us that the 
people are very indignant at litis course, 
ami some idea of the extraordinary char 
acter of tlie proceeding may be gathered 
from the fact, that this self-sustainin 
bill was actually passed and' signed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor before any re- 
ply was made to the speech from tin 
tin one. When tlie peculiar efrcum 
stances under which the Lieutenant- 
Governor dismissed the late government 
to make way for this ministry, when it 
was by no means certain that it was in 
a minority, are called to mind fn connec- 
tion with this determined effort to keep 
this ministry in power, even the far- 
away spectator cannot help a feeling of 
apprehension. Things are not in a safe 
position in the country when ministerial 
majorities are used' to. vote safeguards 
iibout their own seats, in castas where 
the ordinary operation of the law might 
plate them in jeopardy. — Montreal Star. 

A.VOTI-rKK .MTSSrO.V TO ROME. 

There have already been four missions 
to Rome in behalf of the f-turie-r gov- 
ernment. 

Tlio ambassadors were Rev. Abbe 
Proulx, Chevalier Drolet, Mr. Kitzpal- 
rie-k. and Mr. Charles Russell, the Lon- 
don lawyer. 

Mr. Russell made the last Statement 
for Sir Wilfrid to the I'ope thus: 

"We do not solicit His Holiness to 
sanction as perfect the concessions ob- 
tained, but that in his wisdom he will 
be pleased to regard them as a begin- 
ning of justice." 

Sir Wilfrid was here referring to the 
school bargain with Sifton and Green- 
way, which be had told us in Canada 
was conclusive. 

Now another ambassador, Air. Bcl- 
coiirr. has been sent lo Rome, anil it is 
thought that His Holiness, who was in- 
formed that the concessions were "a be- 
ginning of justice," while Sir Wilfrid 
was declaring in Canada that they were 
a complete settlement, is to be approach- 
ed again because he wants lo know when 
Hi - next, bit of justice will be added to 
Hie conclusive and complete arrange- 
nii nt.— Toronto Mail and Empire.

The subjects which came up in the leg- 
islature to-day were the Real Property 
bill, which passed its second readin 
and the question of privilege raised the 
day previously by Mr. Ellison in regard 
to the insulting language used to him on 
Saturday by the Attorney-General. 
RETURNS PRESENTED. 
The Premier presented a return con- 
taining information on railway charters 
asked for by Mr. Helgesen some days 
ago. This return showed that the legis 
lature had granted 73 charters for rail- 
ways, ami that out of these twelve com 
panics had built their roads. 

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 
Col. Baker wanted to know if the 
Speaker had come to any decision 
regard to the question of privilege 
brought up by Mr. Ellison yesterday. 

Mr. Speaker had not been able to find 
any precedent which gave the Speaker 
any jurisdiction on the matter as the 
trouble did not occur in the house, there 
fore it remained with the house to deal 
witli it if so inclined. 

Col. Baker quoted from May to show 
that the lobbies were a part of the 
house. 

Mr. Higglns in discussing the matter 
said that it was only while the house 
was in session that action could he tali 
eu and as the house had not been i 
session on this occasion there was no 
jurisdiction to act. 

Col. Baker remarked that the mem- 
bers should be protected from insult 
within the precincts of the bouse. That 
was the rule throughout the whole Brit- 
ish Empire. The Attorney-General had 
admitted using words that were, to bay 
the least, unparliamentary and certainly 
should make an apology. 

The Premier said that, the rule to 
protect members coming to and going 
from the house was to protect members 
from the general public. 

Col. Baker said 'he memb?rs could not 
he too jealous of the dignity of the house 
and he was sorry to see the way the 
oilier side were ligiiting the matter. 

Mr. Speaker repeated that he had 
found no precedent for Mr. Speaker to 
act, but it should be left to the house. 
If the house wished to form a committee 
of enquiry this could be done, hut he 
could do nothing. 

Col. Baker agreed that it was for the 
house to take action — indeed that had 
been his contention. 

The Attorney-General rose to say that 
he had not. used any word that the gen- 
tleman (Mr. Ellison) did not richly de- 
serve. The only mistake he made was 
in using a word that lie had not been in 
the habit of using. He was tho injured 
party, t ho only thing being that the 
words he had said about Mr. Ellison's 
financial condition were correct, while 
those used by Mr. Ellison in regard to 
him (the Attorney-General) were false. 

Mr. Ellison said he had noted down the 
words and was prepared to give them to 
Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. Speaker did not wish to hear 
them. If the house wanted to act it 
could do so; otherwise the matter must 
drop. 

Col. Baker regretted the attitude the 
government side had taken and said that 
the responsibility must lie on them. The 
course stated by Mr. Speaker as to the 
house appointing a committee of enquiry 
was the very one lie wanted taken. 
REAL PROPERTY BILL. 
MR. HELMCKEN resumed the de- 
bate on the second reading of the real 
property bill, repeating his views that 
the act which had now been in force in 
the province for the past forty years and 
had acted very well, and he saw no good 
reason for putting it aside in favor of 
the bill now under discussion,. The 
fact that the indefeasible title now in 
list' was good against the whole world 
except the crown made it quite unneces- 
sary to make a change, for the new 
act would give no greater security. It 
was not proper considering the time 
the act was in operation that land own- 
ers should be told that they were labor- 
ing under a sense of false security as 
to titles. The safeguards round the pres- 
ent; act were quite enough to secure peo- 
ple in the enjoyment of the property they 
now possessed. He pointed out by quot- 
ing from the act now in force that ample 
security was given to property owners. 
Personally he had never heard any com- 
plaint against the certificates of title. 
What it was intended to do by bringing 
in the present bill was to try and get 
the glory for the government cf giving 
the province the Torvons system at last. 
As a matter of fact the Torreas system 
bad been tho principle of the act in use 
here for almost forty years. He was 
anxious to see statutes on the books that 
would please everybody, even 1 ho At- 
torney-General, but be objected to do 
away with a useful act for one like the 
present bill. It would have been n 
graceful act if a little more lime hnd 
been given for the consideration of such 
an important bill as this. 
HON. MR. COTTON has listened with 
a good deal of interest to the remarks 
made by the members on the other side 
of the house and he was considerably as- 
tonished at what bad developed in tho 
course .of their speeches. Twice before 
the Torrens system had been brought be- 
fore the house and he bad never yet 
heard it advanced before that it was not 
a good system. In regard to the regis- 
trars having more power he believed that 
it would be best to have the registrars 
decide disputes under the act than have 
the matters brought up for decision be- 
fore a Supreme court judge, because, 
the registrar was a professional man 
who wns well posted on the act while the 
judge would not bo as well qualified to 
deal with it. It wns not anticipated 
that the cost under the new act would 



be any more than tinder the present act. 
The only proper way to introduce this 
new act was, he argued, to make it 
compulsory throughout the province in 
the case of transfers of land. He bad 
always considered that the introduction 
of the Torrens system would increase 
the value of real estate because of the 
greater security of title and he believed 
that in a few years property owners 
would lie surprised that the act bad not 
been introduced before. 

MR. HENDERSON admitted that the 
present act hud some features of the 
Torrens system, but the more important 
features of the Torrens system had been 
left out. For instance, the indefeasible 
certificate of title could not be secured 
under the present act unless a man bad 
held his property for seven years. 

Mr. Eberts— Will tho gentleman tell 
me how be can get a better title under 
the Torrens system than under the pres- 
ent act? 

Mr. Henderson would not say it was 
possible except, that one could get an in- 
defeasible title sooner under the Ton-ens 
system. 

Mr. Eberts— Then it would be only ne- 
cessary to amend the present act in that 
way. 

Mr. Henderson was of opinion that in 
making the change it was better to bring 
in the whole Torrens system. 

MR. McBRIDE did not deny that bad 
the Torrens system been used at the out 
set a better condition of tilings might 
exist, but the act now in force had been 
very satisfactory. Not an instance bad 
been cited where any one had suffered 
through the present law. His objec- 
tion to the act was that it would in many 
instances work great hardship. The op- 
eration of the bill should be optional and 
be wished to put himself on record to 
that effect. He would like to hear some 
better reason given than had been ad- 
vanced for changing the present system. 
The member for Westminster at the 
end of bis remarks was challenged by 
Mr. Eberts to show where a certificate 
of indefeasible title under the present 
act was not as good as under the Tor- 
rens system and had -to admit that by 
taking out the words "seven years" that 
the whole of the present system was just 
as good as the Torrens could make. This 
great cry for the Torrens system was 
just to carry out. the cry the govern- 
ment made on the hustings. As a fact 
the people would find when they got the 
new act that they had a very much more 
expensive system than the present one, 
I Applause). 

MR. BOOTH did not want to give a 
silent vote. The government side seem- 
ed to think that the opposition were 
against the Torrens system, when ns a. 
fact the objection was that to make the 
change would be very expensive and the:* 
the act would not bring any improve- 
ment. The late? Theodore Davie had 
brought down the Torrens act once, but 
withdrew it for that very reason. The 
present system was simple and effective 
and it was for those favoring the bill 
to show how this could be improved. 
Lot the province have one system and 
let it be effective and not have it brought 
out on the hustings on every election. 
(Ilenr, hear). The system the province 
had grown up with was perfectly simple 
and effective and when the Attorney- 
General spoke of it as one of the Worst 
in existence he should have to" prove his 
assertions. 

The vote was taken on Mr. Eberts' 
amendment that the introduction of com- 
pulsory registration, under this act, of 
title to land is not advisable in the best 
interests of the province. 
This was lost on division as follows: 
For — Messrs. Pooley, Booth, Duns- 
nmir, Robertson, McBride, Baker, Eb- 
A. W. Smith, Bryden, Ellison, Irv- 
ing, Helmcken — 12. 

Against— Messrs. Clifford. Jos. Martin, 
Semiin, Cotton, Higgins, Prentice, Mac- 
pberson, It. Smith, J. M. Martin, Deane, 
McKechnic, Kellie, Kidd, Kinehant, 
Helgesen, Munro, Green, Neill, Hender- 
son— 10. 

The second reading of the bill was then 
put and carried.

He gives the following three reasons 
for the outbreak of life insurrection: 

1. The misdemeanor of the priests 
(Spanish, of course). 

L Spanish laws giving all the liberties 
lo Spanish subjects and restraining the 
Filipinos in every possible way, 

3. The occupation of civilian offlces by 
Spanish officers instead of natives. 

As an illustration of the first reason, 
he told this story: 

A priest had an eye on the good-looh- 
ing daughter of a native. Lie put him- 
self in correspondence with the Civil 
guards, whom he bribed, mid had the 
father of the girl arrested on political 
charges. He then took possession of the 
girl, the house, and the fortune of her 
parents; in other words, he had them 
confiscated, and divided the spoils with 
the civil guards. The prisoner wntrput 
on board of a transport ami exiled to 
some Spanish island in the Atlantic, 
whore he was put at hard labor, ana 
where he soon after died. 

Doctors, lawyers, educated men of ail 
descriptions, even women, have been 
similarly dealt with, and Aguinaldo as- 
serts that; even now Spain holds over 
3,000 such prisoners. In revenge the 
insurgents have locked up all the Spanish 
priests in the country, nml hold them 
for exchange.— Oapt.

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KIPLING ON KIIOUES. 

tThe Author Admires the Preo Hnmled 
Millionuiro uud His Empire 
Building Ambition. 

A few sentences from the interview 
Sir Edward .Russell held with Jiudyard 
Kipling for liis paper, tlie Liverpool 
Daily I'oat, ..have been iiuoted here and 
there, but 'they , are. ,n,ot euuugb to give 
the very striking picture of Kipling's 
personality and trend of thought on prac- 
tical matters, ., It is certainly trying to 
those who have found ethical purpose in 
the writings of , this brilliant genius to 
reud his cynical and almost brutal no- 
tions ot' -empire-building, but we can. not 
kuow hint unless the interview be read 
with cure. It may be doubted, by the 
way, whether Mr. Kipling has particu- 
larly enjoyed the personal description 
liusscl gives, or the allusions to his 
•' spruce, athletic, well-formed little fig- 
ure." Not even the Boston reporters, 
who sat outside his dining room win- 
dows at the Nnulukha, near Brattleboro, 
to catch bits of his conversation, gave 
him a less flattering portraiture. It will 
be noticed that nowhere ia the interview- 
is Kipling's *-:>'"•! mentioned, but the 
first paragraph, wiu ; ts reference to the 
famous jubilee ode, " jL^.,.. \'/e b'orget," 
tells us at once of whom we are read- 
ing. In his talk with Sir Edward Kus- 
sell we see Kipling downright us ever. 
Sir Edward writes: 

'• A little while ago 1 had a long talk 
with a great English writer on the sub- 
ject of Cecil Rhodes. 'This is not what 
I meant to talk to him about. My see- 
ing him was owing to a matter of busi- 
ness, which we soon disposed of. Then 
1 meant to bilk to this great writer about 
his writings. 1 praised one of them— a 
short but celebrated piece— with devout 
heart 1 remembered how it seized me 
when it appeared— how it startled all the 
world; bow it was just what WHS want- 
ed— just the cogent lyrical, rhythmical 
appeal to conscience called for by a cer- 
tain almost debauch of national senti- 
ment, quite excusable, but become very 
flatulent; also how this great writer 
had seemed to me about the last man 
likely to be ' among the prophets.' So 
he seemed now— a practical, spruce, ath- 
letic, well-groomed little figure— making 
a splendid living— not an Amos or an 
Jsaiah. But he was reasonably pleased 
to have his great serious success recalled 
in terms of honor. 

••'Yes,' said he, 'it was just at the 
right time. And that's all the battle. 
Its not what you write, but when.' 

"I confess this matter-of-fact tone 
puzzled me,. 1 could hardly imagine the 
man who could write such a composi- 
tion speaking of it in Ibis way. 

" By anil by another incident occurred 
to illustrate the great man's two-sided- 
ness. I was demurring to his whole- 
some expressions in favor of young men 
going abroad into half-sarage regions. 
J told: 

"'Surely it's something that they 11 
part altogether from literature. They 
won't read.' 

"'Well,' said he, 'that wouldn't mat- 
ter much; they won't altogether give up 
reading.' 

"'They'll read your books. 1 said; 
• but the very things of yours that I and 
people of good feeling at home like best 
they will like worst.' 

"'Oh,' said he, ' I dare say they 11 
like the brassiest.' 

"This was frank and easy, but it 
didn't pull the two characters together, 
though they were so comfortably housed 
all the time in this merry and unaffected 
personality. 

" Seriously, Tasked him, why should 
. our young men take exclusively to life 
in such savage regions? Was not India 
more in accordance with the likings and 
aptitudes of educated men? ' Less 
rough, certainly,; said my interlocutor. 
I got in to my own mind on to a favor- 
ite subject of old pro-.lohn Stuart Mill 
enthusiasm. Wasn't India a line ex- 
ample of a grand civilizing empire, with 
a great literary organization behind it 
at Leadenhall street all the time? ' Oh, 
that don't amount to much,' was the re- 
ply. • There was nothing literary about 
Olive, was there? And if yon were en- 
amored of literary government, look at 
China.' 

" With nil this I was yet tulkin 
one of the finest appreciators as well as 
one of the finest producers of line liter- 
ature- Knowing what a good judge he 
is, I was glad to hear him say with con- 
fidence that real poets were growing up 
in Canada and other colonies— Canada 
first because Canada was .1 country nud 
hud a history; but the Australias after- 
wards, and so on. patriotic poets, it 
seemed likely, they would be, but this 
excellent authority would have it that 
they would be rea! poets all the same. 

" The pride and patriotic gratulation 
of the little great author hud nothing 
in it of politics in our home sense of 
the word, but it was quite inclined to 
beat the big drum about all polities that 
have empire-making :is object. 1 hap- 
pened to mention with some puzzlement 
Mr. KuofpSglft of £10,000 to Irish 
homo rule.-'''- " . , .. , 

" ' Surely yo.i know nil about that. 
You don't think that Cecil Rhodes cared 
a bit about Ireland.' 
" ' What then?' , 
•' ' Lie wanted to get the principle 
adopted in the hope of its general adop- 
tion and a free hand for all colonists 
who knew how to make empires. Home 
governments were, in his opinion, ridi- 
culously powerless. Individual states- 
men could do great things, and Mr. 
Gladstone had done Infinite harm, out 
governments as governments could 
scarcely ever do anything. 

HIS BEAU IDEAL. 
"His beau ideal, or at all events bis 
present day idol was Mr. Rhodes. 
What did he think of him? The great- 
est of living men. Wasn't it a rather 
sordid sort of greatness, all having to 
do with the making of money? Sordid 
A man worth millions who didii t spend 
more than £000 a year on hmselfl I here 
he lived in a poor, never finished place, 
keeping free and easy open house. Any- 
body could stay with him and enjoy Ins 
simple hospitality— had but to walk in. 
Mr. Rhodes never presided at table- 
never spent long at table. The guest 
who had been there longest sat at the 
lop, that was all. Was Mr. Rhodes ac- 
cessible? To everybody, and without 
Introduction. Walking about in his 
verandah you would see a poor, seedy 
woman come up to him with f'.wsy 
papers and a tale of woe. A few shttrp 
avestions sufficed. Then a brief, hast, 
written memorandum. 1 ake that . to 
,So-aad-So; that will put you all right. 
And this sort of one-man extempore 
■rovernincnt went on in that homely, 



contented- This does not Hook as if they 
were ill used. 

" My next questioni OR as Mr. Rhodes, 
in a public sense; any •morals t ""Tut: 
( says the other grea't man. 'He's making 
an empire. What did I -mean by mor- 
als?-. Here the conversation 'became a 
little confused, and on the great' man's 
side a little contemptuous. ■ '..Morals, 
forsooth.' Weill, high ideals. ^ The best 
ideal is to spread' civilization und nmke 
an empire in doing it.' One liked, I 
said, to observe that the rules of re- 
ligion in private life were to a certain 
extent followed in public affairs'. My 
great writer had the courage of his 
opinion, which is that "religion, hits no m- 
tluence on conduct. ' What is of conse- 
quence is that tin; Boers are in favor of 
everything benighted, and Mr. Rhodes is 
in favor of everything progressive. 
THE BOERS. 
" Well, but. now there was Mr. 
Sehreiner, a good English university man 
o£ high culture, eminent lit the bar and 
in the Cupe yarluinient. lie and Ins 
sister, author of the " Story of iui Afri- 
can h'urui,' were opposed to Mr. Khodes. 
Were they benighted and uncivilised V 
No, but they were purely literary— at 
which word my great writer sauted as 
it' he had been a tiauuibai, a Btiruuto, or 
a .Kitchener. The Schreiners regarded 
Boers only as interesting creatures to 
write about. Doubtless a poor way of 
looking at people, especially if you uon't 
want to write about them. And who 
would want to write about Boers V You 
onlv want to be shut of them. 

" Are the Boers, then, so very horrid? 
•Utterly detestable.' But what about 
their religious expressions and emotions? 
•Uh, that only meant that when Kruger 
wanted things to go bis way, he howled 
texts at his people.' The Boers, my 
great man says, behave cruelly to the 
natives. They live in dwellings so in- 
decently crowded us almost lo suggest 
Inevitable indecencies and frinily im- 
morality. Von are not to mix up Boers 
and Dutch. The Dutch are slow enough, 
but they are civilized. The Boers are 
neither civilized nor picturesque in their 
Uiicivillzation, nor righteous in their con- 
duct towards others. To allow them to 
have any influence on politics in a place 
that wc have anything to do with is, in 
the opinion of my great man, and doubt- 
less, in that of the great man of whom 
lie was talking, preposterous. 

" And on this head he advanced strong 
arguments. How came those - who hud 
created and who ran Johannesburg to 
be entirely deprived of all ordinary pow- 
ers of citizenship'.' Because.' the fran- 
chise was altered each time it- was neces- 
sary to alter it with tins in view. Three 
times had it been raised in very few 
veers ' Tot us alone.' was the demand 
of the Boers, and to that they monoton- 
ously and obstinately stuck. The suc- 
cess of 'the Bond'— and remember that 
since this interview the Bond has con- 
quered, and the literary 1 Chinese ' 
Sehreiner is now prime minister of Vice- 
roy Sir Alfred Milner— the success of 
the Bond would mean no vaccinatum, 
no legislation against scab, no coin] mi- 
sery education, no promotion of railways, 
no "anything that made for progress. 

" ' What nonsense to compare the 
grand programme of Rhodes, which in- 
cluded every element of advance that 
vou could ask questions about, with the 
stick-in-the-mud policy of these brutal 
Beers! Slavery? There was none am 
would be none, but there might be com 
pulsorv labor, and in communities at i 
primitive degree of progress this would 
be a good thing, too There could be 
no grander practical aspiration than 
Rhodes for the thorough civilization of 
Africa, and such matters as forced labor 
were trifles— especially as in themselves 
salutary— in comparison with such grand 
designs. Moreover, see Lohengula 
place, and realize the horrors that used 
to be perpetrated in it. TCou will have 
no patience will people who talk or 
atrocities committed by British author 

l> " Looking to things of the moment, 
what would the progressives do if the 
bond members threatened to be more 
numerous (as they have since proved— 
by two)? 

" ' Oh,' sneered the great writer, I 
suppose they'll buy a few Dutchman. 
They evidently did not perhaps could 
not: perhaps thought it. belter to let the 
cultured Sehreiner work off n little of Ins 
•literary' enthusiasm in futile oratory 
and boggling policy. ". . 

" For, look von. of the ultimate issue 
there'ean be no sort of doubt, according 
to inv illustrious friend. Rhodes will 
get rid of the Boers und make his em- 
pire. . 

•' But if he is so great a man. and 
makes such good plans and carries them 
out "so peff-ntly, how came he to make 
such an awful mess of things ill aUo ™' 
ing and net rendering successful tne 
.fnmcsbn raid ? 

" • Ah,' said the great inan— nnd it ".is 
his last word before mounting his bicy- 
cle and ri<ling away to bis seclusion In a 
little outlying township, whence lie is 
seldom drawn, nnd where I working eacli 
day till 1. ami seldom after) he does Ins 
work, for which the reading world is 
always more than ready—' Ah.' said he. 
'vou' have now asked a question .which

VENUS AM) ITS MYSTERIES. 

The most beautiful planet, and the 
one that comes nearest to the earth, and 
most: resembles the enrtli in size, is at 
the same time the most mysterious. Is 
Vi nus a living world or a dead one? 
That is to say, is it in a condition to 
support inhabitants, and is it probable 
that such inhabitants are there, or, on 
the other hand, is it unsuited for their 
presence and barren of living forms? 

These questions astronomers at pres- 
ent are unable to answer, but their ef- 
forts to answer them and the observa- 
tions that they have made of the mys- 
terious planet possess an almost start 
ling interest. 

First, let us briefly recall what Venus 
is. It is a globe like our earth, nnd of 
very nearly the same magnitude, having 
a diameter of about 7,7(10 miles, while 
that of the earth is a little more than 
7,1)110 miles. So nearly of the same 
size arc the two planets that if we could 
view them from an equal distance w< 
should be unable, without the aid of in 
strumcnts of measurement, to detect any 
difference between, them. The sub- 
stance of Venus is slightly lighter, bulk 
for bulk, than that, which composes the 
earth; but the difference in this respect 
is so little that again it would require 
special examination to distinguish by 
weight between a cubic foot of the soil 
of Venus and an equal amount of th( 
soil of the earth. It follows that on 
Vonus the force of gravitation or th 
weight of bodies does not greatly differ 
from that on the earth. If we could 
step upon Venus we should find that we 
had parted with a few pounds of weight, 
hut the difference would not lie very 
noticeable, except perhaps on the race 
track. , , . 

Rut this planet, so like the earth ill 
many respects, is very different from our 
globe in its situation. The earth's (lis 
tance from the sun is 03,000,000 miles; 
the distance of Venus from the sun is 
07,000,000 miles. This difference be- 
comes a matter of great Importance when 
wc consider the effect's which the sun 
produces upon the two planets. Heat 
and light, as everybody knows, vary in 
tenselv as the square of the distance 
When we compare the square of the 
earth's distance from the sun with tin 
square of Venus's distance, we find that 
the former is about double that of the 
latter. This menus that Venus, on the 
average, gets twice as much beat and 
light from the sun as the earth gets. 

Rut. on the other band, we know that 
all forms of life depend for their exist 
once upon the radiant energy of the sun 
On the earth, when we puss from the 
Arctic regions towards the equator, we 
find the number of living forms and the 
variety and intensity of manifestations 
of life continually increasing, until, in 
the equatorial zone, earth, sea and nir 
are all crowded with animate and grow 
ing things. The touch of the sun every- 
where produces life, and in the absence 
of sunshine is death. It is but natural 
to infer that Venus, having twice ns 
much sunshine- as the earth, should b( 
proportionately more crowded with ani- 
mal and vegetable inhabitants, and that 
the intensity of life there should be cor- 
respondingly greater. Some geologists 
have thought that there was n time when 
the climate of the earth was so hot that 
tropical plants and beasts lived abund- 
dantly around the poles. A similar con- 
dition" of things inifdil be supposed now 
to prevail upon Venus.— .Harper's Round 
Table.

KELlLiJOX JX 1898. 

.Review of a Year's Development Among 
the Different Creeds. 

A review of the religious world during 
1S0S would not be complete without tak- 
ing some, noto of the religious impulse 
that is doming more and more to mani- 
fest itself outside of the church organi- 
zations. It is not easy to estimate the 
strength and value Of this impulse, for 
in (he nature of the ease it does not 
readily lend itself to classification. The 
secularist is not inclined to take account 
of it, for in his view religion has no 
necessary relation to ethics and conduct. 
Nor is the orthodox churchman more 
willing to recognize it, since he is bound 
to maintain that religion can be effec- 
tive only when eshrined in the organiza- 
tion. Nevertheless, modern civilization 
to-day is to a large (legre swayed by 
idea.s which it learned from Christianity. 
And it is those ideas that arc giving it 
its strength and impetus. Lt is Chris- 
tianity quite as much as civilization that 
is striving to r.eplaee Mahometnnism on 
the shores of the Mediterranean, and 
Cliristianty is no less u potent factor in 
Africa, China and Japan, -where civiliza- 
tion and barbarism -are locked in a death 
struggle. Even the secular affairs of 
the world's great nations hear witness to 
the same thing, for the principles of jus- 
tice and brotherhood that are finding 
Yoice in the new sociology are essenti- 
ally Christian. 

As regards the activity of the churches, 
there is ninth to record. For the first 
time in their history, the Congregntional- 
ists held their triennial council on the 
Pacific Coast. They took steps to further 
Ihe federation of their benevolent soci- 
eties, have sent n deputation to China to 
study their missionary work there, and 
have strengthened several of their schools 
.and colleges. The theological storm in 
the Presbyterian church appears for the 
time to have subsided, and the general 
assembly of last May was unusually 
peaceful. The church, however, is in a 
state of unrest, which will continue until 
some modus vivendi is found for the 
conservatives and liberals. The Episcopal 
church held its triennial general conven- 
tion in Washington, Its sessions were 
not fruitful in much legislation, but, on 
the whole, marked an advance in the 
growth and prosperity of the church. 
The missionary work of this church is 
not well supported, but in the larger 
cities especially it shows many signs of 
vigor and vitality. The bitter contro- 
versy over ritualism that has been rag- 
ing in the English church seems hardly 
to have waked an echo in this country. 

The year was one of quiet and steady 
growth" for the Baptists, especially in the 
larger cities. The various conventions of 
the denomination' aroused much interest, 
and the statistics of its societies show no 
diminution in the zeal of its members. 
The Methodists have started out to raise 
$20,000,000 in this country and $5,- 
000,000 in Great Britain, as a 20th-cen- 
tury thank-offering, and there is little 
doubt that they will accomplish their 
purpose. While Methodism has out- 
grown the pioneer stage of its life, when 
the rude eloquence and fervor of its cir- 
cuit- riders counted for so much, it is 
showing great wisdom in adjusting itself 
to modern needs and conditions, and il 
continues to stand in the forefront as 
one of the great Protestant denomina- 
tions of the world. The war with Spain 
has revealed some of the deficiencies of 
the llomiin Catholic church ill Spanish 
dependencies, but its members say that 
these deliciencics are due to Spain rather 
than to the church, and American Catho- 
licism, \yhich is strong and active, will 
Undoubtedly set itself to the task of in- 
jecting some of its own life into the 
church in Cuba, Porto Eico and the 

1 Whi^aU' the denominations have been 
touched with the modern spirit of specu- 
lative Inquiry, there is little evidence of 
any radical revolution of thought. Y\ hile 
the liberals and conservatives are seeing 
a tremendous crisis in every new ques- 
tion that comes tip, thO plam people 
all the churches are conscious of no 
crisis.

When the nervous energy necessary to 
support the activity of the .body becomes 
temporarily exhaustetd, when the organs 
of animal life become fatigued, and. are 
uuuble longer to perform their proper 
functions for want of their usual nerv- 
ous stimulus, the state of sleep is induc- 
ed— "Tired Nature's sweet restorer," us 
it has been felicitously termed by the 
poet. The perception of objects becomes 
contused, the :eyes grow dim, the lids 
drop, the muscles of the body relax, and 
it: sinks naturally into a horizontal po- 
sition with the head falling forward, and 
the object lapses into that condition 
which the French term "demi-sommeil," 
a state of deep reverie, quickly followed 
by sleep, which ahsorbes the last glim- 
merings of consciousness. Insects and 
fishes, we arc told, require the least 
sleep, the explanation being that in fishes 
the nervous system is but imperfectly 
developed, whilst with insects they often 
remain so long in an enforced state of 
torpor, as at other times to require but 
little sleep at all. Birds sleep much more 
than either, but the slightest noise or 
movement will awaken them, There is 
the Instance of the cackling of the sacred 
Roman geese saving that city from the 
soldiers of Brennus when the watch dogs 
and sentries were slumbering at their 
posts. 

In qunrdupeds the brain and spinal 

marrow are more fully developed, wiih 

the result that those animals which are 

active by day sleep at night, whilst those 

that roam throughout the night in search 

of prey sleep by day. They accommo- 
date themselves, however, to the usages 

of civilization in capacity; thus the ani- 
mals in the zoological gardens remain 

awake during the day time and sleep at 

night time. 'The smaller monkeys do not 

require much sleep, hut the large bab- 
oons and gorillas, whose brain organiza- 
tion resembles that of mini, will take 

six or eight hours. Man, doubtless in 

consequence of excessive nervous energy, 

will take even more. It hits been truly 

said, "Man sleeps longer than any of 

the larger animals." 

During sleep both the respiration and 

circulation diminish in rapidity, and the 

pulse becomes slower and fuller. The 

temperature of the body falls below its 

waking standard. Hence during sleep 

there is less resistance to the cooling 

power and effects of cold generally than 

when we are awake. A draught of ilii' 

is far more dangerous in the sleeping 

state, and the lesser vigor of the back 

of the body to the front is evidenced by 

the fact that a draught at the back is 
much worse than in front. The cold 
strikes the spinal column, the back-hone, 
unlike the chest, having but little muscu- 
lar protection. Therefore, during sleep, 
the back should be well covered. In- 
tense cold produces sleep, for in a se- 
vere winter it. is not uncommon to find 
people lying dead in exposed out-of-door 
spots.. In high Northern latitudes it is 
invariably the sleep of death which fol- 
lows those whom drowsiness attacks in 
the open air. 

Tall and stout people require more 
sleep than thin and short ones; men more 
than women, and all animals sleep long- 
er in the winter than in the summer. 
Old Parr, who died at the age of 152, 
latterly slept away the greater part of 
his existence. Youths generally sleep 
soundly, and it is during that period 
that sluggish habits are often contract- 
ed. Sleeping longer than is necessary 
really impairs the strength both of the 
body' and the mind. The sleepy tendency 
of the Eat Hoy in "Pickwick," and the 
testy answer of the old gentleman to 
Dick Swiveller in the "Old Curiosity 
Shop," "Call mo the day after to-mor- 
row," are hardly exaggerations. The 
great ,T. J. Itosseau often rivalled that 
length of slumber. Many people, from 
habit, bring themselves to sleep at will; 
the great Napoleon, Quia, the actor; 
Capt. Barclay, the athlete, and the phil- 
osopher Held are instances of this. Fred- 
erick the Great and Hunter, the sur- 
geon, slept but little— never more than 
five hours; whilst the well-known Con. 
Pichegru, it is said, during a campaign 
never slept more than one out of the 
twenty-four hours. Jeremy Taylor al- 
ways 'said three hours' was sufficient; 
Baxter four, and John Wesley six. The 
great Duke of Wellington, too, only took 
six, he believing that there was only one 
"turn" to take— to "turn out," not turn 
over; and Lord Broughham used to con- 
tent himself with four hours. Sir Wal- 
ter Scott liked a good allowance, and 
took seven or eight. As we have already 
tall and bulky people require more, and 
Sir Walter was a tall man, being, m 
fact, a member of the Scotch Six Feet 
Club, which exacts that height as the 
qualification for membership. The most 

celebrated writers of old were all early 
risers— Homer, Virgil and Horace among

McDonald, 
and one Of the most successful men In 
the eatlre' Alaska country, returned last 
week, lb- was one of the last to leave 
Dawson, bringing advices uu to Decem- 
ber 22. He lives In Tucomn, and after 
spending a few hours In this city, went 
to his home, where lie gave the Tdeomn 
correspondent of the PosttlntcliUgenccr 
milch valuable information. 

The Immense production of Dominion 
(leek, he soys, Is proving the sensation 
of the winter at Dawson. Dominion bafl 
jumped into prominence as a gold pro- 
ducer of the first rank, excelling Bonanza 
and equalling Eldorado. Its claims are not 
as rich as a limited number on Eldorado, 
but this Is more than made up by Its 
greater length. Dominion and Eldorado 
creeks together will product; over .$10,000,- 
UOO at the spring clean-up.

NEW RULES EXPECTED. 
It is expected among Dawson officials 
that the Dominion parliament at Its next 
session will muke rules and regulations foi 
the government of the Yukon district, con- 
ferring partial rights of .self-government. 
Dawson will then he incorporated as a city 
and a step taken to give the town a _ sew- 
erage system. Port Selkirk will be the 
eapltal of the Yukon district, and there 
will be located a government similar to 
that of the Northwest territory at Re- 
prices of clothing and provisions at Daw- 
son are very reasonable. There are en- 
ough provisions in camp to last eighteen 
mouths to two years. During the fall 
speculators secured comers on the sugar, 
milk, butter and wood murkets. I' our 
sets of speculators were concerned, each

During 11 
momentary lull our friend felt that the 
time had come for him to arise and 
shine He did arise, and he did shine, 
though perhaps not in the manner he 
intended "Gentlemen nnd ladies," he 
commenced, and then ehecked himself.

.\ gentleman was burdened with a 
v< ry profligate son. Speaking to his 
vicar concerning him on one occasion, 
he used some such words ns these: "I 
wish you would speak to my son, and 
see if you can influence him in any way.

For proof, 
notice' how the r of scapegrace entered 
into the meaningless expression scrape- 
gout, while no such letter occurs in 
scapegoat— a very curious instance of 
mental inversion. 

Quite as strange an instance of word 
confusion owing to derivation wius given 
by an Italian gentleman who was not 
very conversant with the English lan- 
guage. A friend called upon his host, 
and when he had left the foreigner sat 
for some time in silence, evidently deep 
.in thought, At length he remarked that 
the gentleman who had just departed 
was a "doggy" man. Ho was asked for 
an explanation, as no assicintion of 
genus homo with genus can is is accept 
ed in this country as 11 compliment. 
Thereupon it transpired that the mean 
ing intended by the Italian was "eyni 
eni." He had heard the word used in 
its proper sense, hut when he tried to 
recall it, nothing hut the derivation oc 
cut red to his memory. 

The two following confusions of mean- 
ing nre of the bank holiday order. Er 
rors belonging to this class are sulHcien 
tly numerous, for most people must have 
noticed that the average eostormonger or 
laborer never seems to care what words 
he may use in expressing himself, so 
long as his meaning is grasped. In the 
gardens of the Zoological Society a cou 
pic were standing before a cage of hyen 
as, while the man was commenting upon 
the habits of the beast for the benefit of 
the woman who hung to his arm. In 
spired by the knowledge and eloquence 
of her swain, the young- woman began 
to rack her brain for original ideas with 
which to confront him. I'rescntly one 
— the natural feminine idea — came. 
"Hill!" she exclaimed, "what 'nv these 
'ere to do with marringeV" "Why, 
naught, you silly," retorted Bill im- 
politely. "They 'ave," she returned, 
triumphantly. "'When 11 couple are be- 
in' spliced, we— 'ears 'em talk of the 
hyenal altar." 

The sands of Margate are indirectly 
responsible for this: Father, mother and 
family were about to be photographed 
by one of the itinerant beach fiends, 
when one of the olive brunches, in fear 
pel haps of the machine, lied away, with 
mother in hot pursuit.

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WOULD KA1SE THE MALXE. 

Civil Engineer's Plan to Save the Battle- 
ship — He Wants to Exhibit the 
Wreck. 

From the Seattle Fost-Intelllgenccr. 

There Is a gentleman at the Hotel But- 
ler from Victoria, but. who halls from 
many purls of the world, with a scheme to 
raise the sunken battleship liable, la Ha- 
vanna harbor, and to take her to New 
York, where the vessel may be placed on 
exhibition. He does not want the Maine 
to be forgotten, but wishes her set up 
as 11 symbol of patriotism and a visible ex- 
ample of Spanish treachery. 

'Ibis gentleman is 1111 English civil engi- 
neer, Henry Parker, who has been for many 
years connected with large engineering pro- 
jects. Mr. Parker has a definite and de- 
tailed plan for raising the battleship. He 
has studied the subject closely and has 
no doubt whatever that he would be suc- 
ei ssful were he to undertake the work, 
lie talks 011 the subject with the fervor of 
an enthusiast, rattling off Intricate figures 
and propositions of hydraulic engineering 
with on ease that shows familiarity with 
the subject. 

He has already had some correspondence 
with the navy department at washing- 
ton upon the subject, but so far lie has 
been unable to secure Its consideration by 
Ihe secretary of the navy. It was In 
.March of last year that he first made bis 
proposition to the department He did not 
at that time go Into details, but simply 
wrote that he could, If provided with the 
means, raise the Malar. The reply he re- 
ceived wan to the effect that ns the war 
\mis raging nothing could be done at that 
time. A month later, that is, during April, 
while he wan la the East on business, he 
presented the matter personally to the as- 
sistant secretary of the navy. 

Offers to Take Charge. 
But the war was still on. All the ener- 
gies of the government wen? being spent 
In Its prosecution, so that the matter was 
not considered. The chief of construction 
la the navy department asked Mr. Parker 
to write out in detail his plan for con- 
sideration, which was (lone. Again Mr. 
Parker wrote In November, asking whe- 
ther or not his proposition had been taken 
up. He offered to take charge of raising 
the vessel, und suggested that. If the de- 
partment did not care to handle the mat- 
ter In that way, a syndicate might he or- 
ganized to provide the expenses. 

lint for some reason, possibly becau... „ 
the red tape and formality required in dc 
partmental affairs at -Washington, or pos- 
sibly because the secretary of the navy 
does not see the feasibility or the utility 
of Mr. Porker's scheme, nothing has been 
done In the matter. 

He has come over from Victoria partly 
to interest, If possible, one of the Wash- 
ington senators In his plans. Hut when 
he learned that the senatoral election must 
he settled before he can accomplish any- 
thing, he deckled to return to Victoria. 

"It seems to me that to raise the Malm 
is a verv simple matter when one under- 
stands the subject," said he yesterday. 
"Almost the same thing has been done at 
various times In many parts of the world. 
The chief difficulty to be encountered 
Is to get beneath the mud In which tin 
battleship Is partially hurled. I have a 
plan by which this could he done But 
that is mr secret. 1 have explained it 
to the officers of the navy department 
with the understanding Hint the Informs 
tfon Is not to be used by others. 

"To raise the vessel I would have twe 
large steamers of about the same length 
ns the wreck. They need not he first-class 
vessels for all we require is the hulls. 
Thev must be put together like a cata- 
maran; with telescope arrangement of 
beams anil braces, so the distance between 
them ma.v he lessened or Increased 
ilow It Could Be Done. 
"Then we place from one vesel to the 
oi her thick Bcreeu bands made of two-Inch 
steel wire, und plaited like rope. These 
hands must be from six to ten feet In 
width; that Is sufficiently wide to cover 
two or three ribs of the sunken ship. Now. 
were the Maine not sunk In the mud, the 
task of placing these bands under he- 
would be simple. By a hydraulic pressuv 
numerous jets of water may he squirted 
Into the mud underneath the keel, cleur- 
ing lt awuv and at the same time forc- 
ing tli" ends of the bands on under the 
keel. They would then be picked up on the 
other side and drawn tfi the second bouts 
on the opposite side and fastened. Dur- 
ing this process both boats are submerged 
to 11 depth of twenty-five or thirty feet by 
the use of water. ... , ,„ ,,,, 

These hands ure not fastened to tin 
sides of the two boats; they- must be es- 
pecially prepared for them. They will run 
up through the bottom of each vessel, 
through a slit made In them, in order to 
have the weight rest directly In the centre 
of each. Were it to rest on the sides, 
they would overturn. 

"When the bnnds were sufficiently fas 
toned, we would pump the water out o 
the two boats, which, ralslug, would lift 
the sunken vessel with them She would 
be brought as high out of the water at 
necessary, and In that position the tbret 
ships would proceed to New ™rk. 

"Now, as to how I should meet the ac 
tual condition; that Is, how the bands nr 
be pushed under the Maine's keel, sunk 
down n some 80 feet of mud, Is a mat- 
ter I am not going to describe. It should 
suffice to Sav that the process Is as sim- 
ple as the manner of raising the vessel 
and It has been told to the secretary of 
he navy When the two steamers should 
have reached New York with the wreck, 
t woEotte difficult to build a railway 
beneath her on which she could he car- 
ried to ground high and dry. 

"I have suggested to the navy depart 
ment that there could be offered to the 
public of New York and the country no 
greater attraction."
